8o The headquarters of the Trnava militia is situated in the Kovosmalt works. 

There are about 450 members of the militia, 60 of whom do duty at Kovosmalt, the 

remainder at other factories in and around Trnava , The co mmander of the militia 

is Imrich Kubrickyl 


9o The Kovosmalt factory is surrounded by a brick wall 2 ^ meters high, with two 
strands of barbed wire on top. The main entrance, six meters wide, is on 
the northern side of the works and there is also a double gate on the southern 
side, one half being used for automobiles and pedestrians and the other half for 
rail traffic. There are guardrooms at both gates, with gatekeepers and militia 
guards , 
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10c Twice a week compulsory training courses are held in the factory lecture hall , 
after working hours for all workers. All workers are required to stddy Russian ; 
in special courses. There are also political lectures on Marxism-Leninism, improve- 
ment of production, socialism and the Five Jear Plan, The workers are not happy 
because of the small purchasing power of their wages and the fact that many of their 
former privileges have been abolished. They resent the fact that most Czech- 
produced goods are being sent to the USSfl and they are aware that Czechoslovakia 
does not get all the help from the USSR which is claimed in the newspapers. 

The reimposition of bread rationing has also affected their morale.
